CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—E. H. Har- 
riss of Richmond, Ind., secretary 
of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, said today that 
the constitutional guarantee of a 
free press in the United States is in 
grave danger of destruction under 
the National Recovery Administra- 
tion, Harris, publisher of the Rich- 


mond Palladium and Item, has been 
active in the negotiations of the 
association for a newspaper code 
under the NRA and he spoke today 
before the Inland Press Associa- 
tion. 

He asserted that the refusal of 
the Recovery Administration to ac- 
cept two sections of the proffered 
code—one intended to safeguard the 
freedom of the press and the other 
prohibiting unions from organizing 
non-union newspaper plants where 
employes do not desire union af- 
filiations—had placed in jeopardy 
free journalism and free goverua- 
ment. 

“Journalism has been destroyed 
entirely in Germany,” Harris said. 

“In the United States, Congress 
has enacted the National Industrial 
Recovery Act, which gives to the 
Government the right to license all 
forms of industry. 

“The newspapers of the United 
States are now being asked to sign 
an agreement with the Government 
under the N. L R. A., which will 
abridge the right of a free press in 
this country. 

Fears Labor Censorship. 

“Organized labor is in command 
of the NRA and is attempting to 
organize every department of a 
| newspaper plant, including even the 
news department. 

“The application of a censorship 
of the press by organized labor is 
possible if the newspapers submit 
to the demands of unions as ex- 
pressed in the N. I. R. A.” 

It was possible to reach a satis- 
factory compromise, Harris de- 
clared, on almost every section of 
the newspaper code except the two 
dealing with freedom of the press 
and union organization. 

Reviewing the powers given the 
executive. department of the Gov- 
ernment by Congress in writing the 
Recovery Act, Harris asserted: 

“Many observers have gone so far 
as to assert that our constitutional 
form of government has been dis- 
carded. They believe the people of 
the United States are submitting to 
these changes, because they are in 
a state of mind in which they are 
unwilling to heed the warnings of 
their forefathers and are willing to 
accept any plan that will restore 
normal conditions. 

“But let us remember that the 
price we pay for these temporary 
expedients is loss of free govern- 
ment. 

“We are now far advanced in this 
stage of retrogression. 

“The negotiations which the pub- 
lishers’ committee have been carry- 
ing on with the Government at 
Washington have proved conclu- 
sively that there is a plan under 
way at Washington—either with or 
without President Roosevelt's con- 
sent—to apply ‘the heat’ to the 
newspaper publishers to force them 
into line with this movement.” 

The Rejected Sections. 

The committee of 24 publishers 
negotiating the code had refused, 
he said, to sign any agreement 
without including the two sections, 
11 and 14, rejected by the NRA. 
The controversial clauses read: 

“Section 11. In submitting or 
subscribing to this code, the pub- 
lishers do not thereby agree to ac- 
cept or to comply with any other 
requirements than those herein 
contained, or waive any right to 
object to the imposition of any fur- 
ther or different requirements, or 
waive any constitutional rights or 
consent to the imposition of any re- 
quirements that might restrict or 
interfere with the constitutional 


63 | guarantee of freedom of the press. 


“Section 14. Ths right of the em- 
ployer and the employe to bargain 
together free from interference by 
any third party shall not be affect- 
ed by this code, and nothing herein 
shall require any employe to join 
any organization or to refrain from 
joining any organization in order 
to secure or retain employment.” 

Harris said the 24 publishers who 
had unanimously determined these 
sections must be included in afy 
newspaper code were puzzled hy 
the request of the recovery admin- 
istrators for the elimination of 
Section 11. The Government rep- 
resentatives, he said, admitted 
there was less unemployment and 
fewer wage cuts in the newspaper 
field than almost any other indus- 
try under consideration. Harris 
said it was demonstrated and ad- 
mitted by Gen. Hugh 8. Johnson 
that newspapers pay equitable 
wages, that working hours are not 
excessively long and that few com- 
petent newspaper men are without 
employment. But, he asserted, 
“Someone evidently discovered that 
within this mew law might be found 
a means to muzzle the newspapers 
of this countzy.

Audit Indicates -Irregular- 
ities in Accounts of Con- 
rad Paeben, Who Ended 
Life Last April.

Apparent irregularities of $76,358 
in the accounts of Conrad Paeben, 
lawyer who ended his life by poison 
last April after removal as receiver 
of Community Estate, Inc., were re- 
ported to Circuit Judge Calhoun to- 
day by Paeben’s successor, Receiv- 


er Albert Miller. 

The alleged discrepancies are 
listed ‘in an audit made under Court 
ordered by Schuessler, Keller & Cuo., 
certified public accountants, which 
is appended to the receiver's report. 
The auditors list the financial con- 
dition of the company, a real es- 
tate enterprise, as follows at the 
close of business last April 21: As- 
sets, $163,555; liabilities, $174,300; 
deficit, $10,744. 

Removed as Receiver. 

Paben, who was appointed - re- 
ceiver in 1927 and was removed by 
Judge Calhoun iast April with the 
comment that he “had handled the 
estate in a loose manner,” is listed 
by the auditors as having failed to 
account properly for cash totaling 
$23,289; foreclosure receipts which 
should have brought the estate $14,- 
852 more than it received; receipts 
from real estate transactions total- 
ing $36,020; a cash bank balance of 
$1197; and a mortgage note with a 
face value of $1000.” 

As to the cash items of $23,239, 
the auditors report that it relates 
to cash belonging te the estate but 
not deposited in its bank account. 
| Several instances were found, it is 
stated, in which varying amounts 
of cash belonging to the estate were 
deposited in the “Conrad Paeben, 
Trustee” account and to the ac- 
count of a realty and investment 
company in which Paeben was sxid 
to have been interested. Under the 
heading of cash the auditors also 
report that Paeben withdrew $8450’ 
in anticipated fees, although they 
had not yet been allowed by the 
court. 

Apparent Irregularities. 

The apparent irregularities total- 
ing $14,852 in foreclosures are 
based on the fact, the auditors 
continue, that the estate failed to 
receive that amount which should 
have been coming to it for sales of 
property totaling $36,000. 

Real estate irregularities of other 
description, said to total $36,020, 
relate to a variety of transactions 
in which it appears money totaling 
that amount failed to get into the 
estate’s accounts. 

The auditors reported that they 
also found a balance of $1197 car- 
ried in the “Conrad Paeben, Trus- 
tee” account as an account receiv- 
able, for which there is no appar- 
ent explanation. Receipt of that 
amount by the estate is not shown 
in its records. 

Finally, the auditors report, it 
was found that a note of $1000 
owned by the estate was pledged 
as collateral by Paeben on a loan 
of $900. This note, the auditors, | 
observe, “appears to have been ap- 
propriated” by the former receiver. 

The death of Paeben, who was 54 
years old, followed his second at- 
tempt to take his life. In January 
he took poison, but recovered. A 
few days prior to his death the 
present receiver was appointed in 
hig place. Miller, who has super- 
vised the audit, applied last week 
for his discharge as receiver be- 
cause of ill health. Judge Calhoun 
is expected to appoint his succes- 
sor shortly.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—When 
the Rockefeller interests ousted Al- 
bert H. Wiggin from the manage- 
ment of the Chase National Bank, 
and its affiliate, the Chase Securi- 
ties Corporation, last December, the 
Executive Committee unanimously 
voted the former bank executive a 
life pension of $100,000 a year, the 
Senate Stock Market Investigating 
Committee learned today. 

Wiggin, according to the minutes 
of the Executive Committee meet- 
ing, was expected to give the bank 
the benefit of his long experience, 
but when the Rockefeller interests 
decided in April to divorce the bank 
from the securities affiliate, Wig- 
gin was not consulted. Thie-was-+ 
probably the most important decis- 
ion taken by the bank this year. 

The other witness this morning 
was Winthrop W. Aldrich, presi- 
dent of the Chase Bank, who was 
called to the witness chair merely 
to establish the point that the bank 
had divorced itself from the invest- 
ment and securities affiliate. 

Apparently alarmed at the pub- 
licity over the week-end that the 
investigating committee expected 
to make startling exposures con- 
cerning the operations of the bank 
and securities corporation, Wiggin 
and Aldrich were flanked by attor- 
neys. Wiggin’s counsel included 
Martin Convoy, who was President 
Roosevelt’s counsel at the Mayor 
Walker hearings, and Frank P. 
Walsh, formerly of St. Louis, who 
was appointed chairman of the New 
York power authority by President 
Roosevelt, when Governor.

Ickes, the oil administrator, ap- 
proved recommendations of the in-

The base level for 36 gravity mid- 
continent crude, in which class is 
the bulk of the domestic production, 
was set at $1.11 a barrel, while the 
prices for other classes ranged up 
and down according to their qual- 
ity, with a base of $2.15 for Pennsyl- 
vania crude of the Eureka grade. 

Prices for these base grades have 
risen in recent weeks to slightly 
more than $1 and $2, respectively, 
as the result of Federal regulation 
of production and sharp curtail- 
ment of the flow of oil to market, 


Differentials Estabiished. 


Differentials were set up through- 
out the wholesale field to govern 
the filling station price as well as 
quotations at refineries. 

The price of 60-64 octane gasoline 
f'n the midcontinent area, one of 
the major bases, was put at 6% 
cents a gallon, while for the East- 
ern seaboard it was placed at 7% 
cents for terminal or barge deliv- 
eries, and 7% cents for tank car de- 
liveries, 

Net prices to consumers will be 
governed by the spreads allowed be- 
tween wholesale prices, to which, 
taxes will be added by the retail 
dealer. 

For gasoline within the 50 to 59.9 
octane rating, in which is a large 
share of that consumed, a spread 
of at least 5% cents a gallon was 
allowed, or which 3 cents shall be 
the minimum allowance to the re- 
tail dealer. 

Gasoline between 60 and 70 octane 
rating, or the high test types, was 
allowed a spread of 6% cents or 
more, of which four cents was stip- 
ulated as the minimum allowance 
to the retail dealer.

$20,000,000 expenditure on State 
buildings, however. He urged 
changes in the laws to permit cit- 
ies and towns of less than 75,100 
population to build water, gas and 
electric systems under bond issues 
to be paid from the revenues of the 
systems; that a law be passed under 
which sewer systems could be ir- 
stalled in St. Louis and Jackson 
counties; that authority be granted 
for the State, cities, counties and 
road districts to issue bonds for toll 
bridges to be paid from the reve- 
nues of the bridges, and that the 
law be amended to remove the 
present restriction of 25,000 acres 
on the amount of land the Federal 
Government may acquire in any 
county for national park purposes, 
No Direct Tax on Property. 

All of this program, the Gover- 
nor advised the Legislature, cculd 
be carried out without a direct tax 
on property. 
Under the Missouri Constitution 
cities of more than 75,000 popula- 
tion may build or acquire public 
utilities and meet their cost out of 
earnings. The legislation proposed 
by the Governor attempts to extend 
this power to smaller cities and 
towns. 

In specifically recommending leg- 
islation which would permit munici- 
pal ownership of utilities in a large 
number of towns which cannot get 
them under present laws, the Gov- 
ernor took a stand against the posi- 
tion of the big public utility inter- 


ests of the State, which have suvught 


through court proceedings and 
through objections to the State Ad- 
visory Board of Federal Public 
Works to prevent expenditure of 
Federal funds for municipal utility 
plants. 

“It will be observed,” the Gov- 
ernor said, “that the effect of these 
proposals which I have just read 
and recommended, is to give to the 
citizens of certain municipalities 
the right to determine for them- 
selves by a vote whether they care 
to make certain improvements and 
to borrow moneys, the loans to be 
paid out of profits, By passing 
these acts you are putting into ef- 
fect the sound principles of local 
self-government and _ saying, in 
substance, that Missourians are ca- 
pable of attending to their own 
business and that they know what 
they want. 

The Rights of the People. 
“By legislative enactments, pub- 
lic service corporations have been 
granted rights or franchises to con- 
struct and operate public utilities 
in these same cities and to raake 
charges for the services rendered. 
My recommendation is, merely, thut 


you give the qualified voters of such 


cities the privilege, if they see fit 
to exercise it, accorded these cor- 
porations and to pay for the con- 
struction of the plants out of their 
earnings, It ig unthinkable that a 
gas company, power and light com- 
pany or waterworks corporition 
should be given rights and these 
same rights denied the citizen, May 
the time never come in Missouri 
when the creature is greater than 
the creator; when public service 
corporations are more powerfu) 
than the people. This is not said 
with any prejudice to such corpora- 
tions in the proper exercise of their 
legitimate functions,” 

He based his recommendation for 
sewer legislation for St. Louis and 
Jackson counties on @ statement 
that the health of residents of these 
counties is menaced for the Jack 
of an adequate system of sewers 
and that some persons attribute the 
recent encephalitis epidemic to the 
lack of proper sewerage, 

The general plan he proposed 
overcomes objections raised to the 
sewer law repealed in 1931 in that 
it provides for a vote of the resi- 
sewer dis- 
tricts, and the issuance of bonds 
only on a two-thirds vote, 

The direct relief of those in dig- 


tress is embraced in a general rev- 
enue program, which also would in- 
clude funds for State administra- 
tive purposes. The chief item in 
the revenue program, a 1 per cent 
sales tax, is recommended to con-

State Legislature Meets; 
Hears Governor’s Message 


It is the theory of the adminis- 
tration that the condition in the 
State can be classed as a public 
calamity, and the Governor 60 
termed it in his message. If it can 
be so classed, there is no restric- 
tion in the Constitution on the 
amount of State aid which can be 
grented. If it cannot be so classed, 
and if it should be classed as an 
unforeseen emergency, the amount 
of aid would be limited to $250,000, 
which already has been appropriat- 
ed. 
The total revenue program, the 
Governor estimated, would produce 
$13,725,000. However, he would 
abolish the State property § tax, 
which produces approximately $2,- 
000,000 a year. Thus the estimated 
net increase would be slightly less 
than $12,000,000. 

Specific Recommendations. 

The specific recommendations 
were: 

A 1 per cent general sales 
tax to apply to all sales, except 
farm products in the first sale by 
the farmer, estimated to produce 
$9,000,000 a year. 

Doubling of the corporation 
franchise tax to produce $1,300,- 
000. This, it is proposed, should 
be devoted to meeting the inter- 
est and principal requirements of 
the proposed $15,000,000 bond issue. 

A tax of $1 a gallon on whisky, 
gin, rum and brandy, to produce 
$1,500,000. 

A tax of $1.50 a barrel on beer 
not in excess of 3.2 per cent alco- 
holic content, te produce $450,000. 

A tax of $1.50 a barrel on beer 
of an alcoholie eontent in excess 
of 3.2 per cent, to produce $675,- 
000. 
A tax of 20 cents a gallon on 
wine to produce $300,000. 

Liquor license or permit fees 
to produce $500,000. 

Liquor Control Proposal. 

He recommended to the Legisla- 
ture the enactment into law of the 
recommendation of the commission 
he appointed te suggest a liquor 
control law. In general this pro- 
vides for the sale of liquor in orig- 
inal packages by private establish- 
ments licensed by the State, the 
liquor not to be drunk on the prem- 
ises, and the sale by the drink in 
bona fide restaurants and hotel 
dining rooms, The plan ineludes 
the creation of a State commission 
to issue licenses and control the 
sale of Hquor, 

It does not contemplate local op- 
tion by vote of counties or towns, 
but provides that licenses shall not 
be issued in counties or towns 
which have protested by formal ac- 
tion of the County Court or the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Anti-Saloon League and W. C, T, 
U. leaders are reported to have 
made preparations for a vigorous 
opposition to this feature of the 
proposed legislation, and to be de- 
termined to foree adoption of laws 
to permit county elections on local 
option. 

Fifty-seven counties, one-half 
those in the State, voted against 
ratification of repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment in the August 
election, and representatives from 
most of the counties probably; wi!l 
oppose liberal liquor laws, Howaver. 
the representatives of these 57 
counties constitute only about one- 
third the membership of the House 
of Representatives, and their oppo- 
sition may prove to be rather inef. 
fective. 

Insurance Suggestions, 


In his insurance recommendation, 
the Governor followed suggestions 
LM ARE. ee 
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of R. Emmet O'Malley, State Super- 
intendent of Insurance, These in- 
cluded a recommendation for laws 
requiring the registration of poli- 
cies and deposit of securities to pro- 
tect them, authority for the super- 
intendent to conduct operating re- 
ceiverships of insurance companies 
in financial difficulties and an act 
permitting insurance companies 
holding real estate and mortgagors 
to insurance companies to take ad- 
vantage of provision of the Home 
Loan Owners’ Corporation law. 

He recommended that building 
and loan associations be permitted 
to exchange their real estate mort- 
gages for bonds of the Home Own- 
ers’ Loan Corporation, and that 
State bank and trust companies be 
permitted to take advantage of the 
new Federal banking act providing 
for insurance of deposits. 

It is expected the session will 
continue more than two months.

berg, attorney for the Recovery Ad- 
ministration, had specifically de- 
manded the removal of the labor 
section, 14, from the code, and that 
section 11 be eliminated from con- 
sideration.

“If all newspaper plants are 
unionized, the unions virtually could 
exercise a censorship, because of 
their power te control the  con- 
tents of the news and editorial col- 
umns.” 

With every movement toward dic- 
tatorship, Harris observed, comes 
an endeayor by the party in power 
te control all mediums of communi- 
cation, through which the public 
may be reached with Government 
propaganda and by which criticism 
of the ruling party may be fcre- 
stalled. 

The two means of general com- 
munication today are the printed 
word and radio broadcasting, Har- 
ris said—radio being successful only 
when given the assistance of news- 
papers in bringing the audience to 
the receiving set. 

“There is at present a complete 
eensorship of radio broadcasting,” 
Harris asserted. “Because the Goy- 
ernment has the authority to lIi- 
cense the radio, it can in turn 
determine who is to speak into the 
microphone and can control the 
speaker's address... . Broadcast- 
ing is under indirect governmental 
censorship brought about through 
the fear of the Government’s 
power to reyoke the license of any 
station which would permit a 
speaker before the microphone to 
criticise a governmental! policy. 

“The President of the United 
States or General Johnson may 
have the wee of any broadcasting 
chain without cost at any time he 
wants it, but no one who desires to 
criticise the Government will be al- 
lowed time on the chains unless 
he holds a position which carries 
with it some influence over the 
license which the broadcasters 
hold.” 

Sees “Day of Reckoning.”

“bloodless revolution” today may 
seem entirely proper, Harris said,

Secretary of Labor Perkins said 
over 200,000 workers found #4m- 
ployment in manufacturing indus- 
tries and a slightly larger number 
in retail establishments. The sea-

Gains in the wholesale trade were 
shown, Building construction 
dustries indicated’ more thah 20,000 
workers were added. ; 

The employment increase in Sep- 
tember was 3,2 over August, with 
an index of 73.9, In September, 
1932, the index was 58.5, which Was 
an increase of 4.5 per cent over the 
previous month. , ' 

“This increase in employment of 
nearly two-thirds of a million per- 
sons,” said Mies Perkins, “does not 
represent the total rumber of per- 
sons who were returned to employ- 
ment in all branches of industry.

First Half of Fiscal Year 


Shows Increase of $1,- 
401,980 in Receipts, 
Nolte Reports. 


The city’s receipts of municipal 
revenue for the first half of the 
1933-34 fiscal year, which ended last 
Tuesday, Oct. 16, were $1,102,123 
more than in the first half of the 
previous fiscal year, 1932-33. 

The increase. in receipts was due 


entirely to heavy payment of back 
taxes, stimulated by the State laws 
remitted the 
penalties for delinquency. Back 
tax payments in. the recent half- 
year period were $2,539,719, com- 


.|pared with $1,137,739 in the first 


half of 1932-33, or an increase of 
$1,401,980. The latter figure is more 
than the total increase of receipts 
for the haif year, showing that 
there was a net decrease in other 
receipts. 

This showing, made by Comptrol- 
ler Nolte today, supplements the 
calculation made last week, which 
showed that city expenditures, for 
the recent fiscal half-year, were 
$903,499 less than those of the same 
period a year before. The gain in 
receipts and the reduction of ex- 
penditures, added together, show 
the city to be $2,005,622 better off, 
for the half-year, than a year be- 
fore. 

Big Revenue to Come. 

It is to be remembered that the 
‘second half of the fiscal year, not 
the first half, is t-e period of the 
heaviest revenue receipts; so _ it 
still remains to be seen how the 
city will come out in the fiscal year 
1933-34 as a whole, compared with 
1932-33. 

The reduction of expenditures in 
departments can be continued 
through the second half of the 


crease in receipts is another mat- 
ter. Real estate assessments have 
been reduced more than 10 per cent, 
and taxes, most of which are paid 
in December, will be reduced cor- 
respondingly. ...so, payment of 
back taxes, abnormal in amount in 
the first half-year, may show a les- 
sening.

Indorses Suggestion of 
Charles M. Hay if ‘‘Bet- 
ter and Cheaper Service” 
Can Be Obtained. 


Mayor Dickmann announced this 
afternoon his administration would 
favor a municipal gas pliant to 
supply St. Louis, if better and 
cheaper gas service could be sup- 


plied in this way. 

His statement followed a speech 
last night by City Counselor Hay, 
who advocated acquisition or con- 
struction of a municipal gas sys~ 
tem to supply natural gas. 

The Mayor said: | 

“Mr. Hay’s proposal should be of 
interest to every one. It deserves 
thorough and exhaustive investiga- 
tion. It is certain that the gas 
service of this city is very unsatis- 
factory to the people. 

“There has been no disposition 
on the part of this administration 
to be unfair to the gas company or 
any other utility, but I have the 
feeling that the gas company, in 
particular, has not been willing 
properly to co-operate with the 
city in adjusting its rates or in ox- 
tending itself to secure natural gas 
for the city. 

“We shall go very thoroughly into 
this proposition and if we can find 
that by setting up a municipal 
plant better and cheaper service 
can be secured for the people, we 
shall get back of it.” 

Hay Talks to Civic Council. 

Hay’s address was made at the 
quarterly meeting of the General 
Council on Civic Needs at Rubicam 
Hall, Grand boulevard and Potomac 
street, 

Hay said he was speaking as an 
individual, and not for Mayor Dick- 
mann’s administration, in propos- 
ing a city gas system and other 
undertakings. A municipal gas 
plant, he asserted, would supply do- 
mestic consumers at rates 25 to 50 
per cent cheaper than they are pay- 
ing Laclede Gas Light Co. for a 
mixture of natural and manufac- 
tured gas. 

“Straight natural gas is at out 
gates, but we do not get it,” said 
Counselor Hay. “The people are 
paying more for gas than scores of 
small towns in Missouri which en- 
joy natural gas service. We pay 20 
per cent more than the people of 
St. Louis County and 50 per cent 
more than Kansas City. The pres- 
ent gas company, owned and oper- 
ated by a foreign holding company, 
shows little concern for the inter- 
ests of gas users here. Under the 
law, we can cunstruct a gas system 
and issue bonds therefor, payable 
out of the earnings, without any 
added tax burden. The people know 
how to finance such a system &nd 
how to runt it, as they have abund- 
antly shown by financing and run- 
ning the water system.” 

Electric Plant Proposal. 

Construction of a municipal elec- 
tric plant to furnish current for 
street and city building lighting 
also was advocated by Hay. He 
pointed out that the Municipal Ser- 
vice Building included plans for 
this service, but is not equipped 
to generate current. Engineers are 
estimating the amount needed to 
buy the equipment, he related, pre- 
dicting the cost would be “far less 
than the sum on which we are now 
paying liberal returns to the Union 
Electric for service.” He said the 
city is paying Union Electric $600,- 
000 a year—the equivalent of 6 per 
cent interest on $10,000,000—but in 
his belief the city could install its 
own system for $5,000,000, without 
expense to the taxpayers, through 
the saving on the lighting bill. 

“A municipal plant,” he added, 
“will save us*money and furnish a 
yardstick by which to measure the 
cost of electric energy production 
in this city.” 

Proposes Other Improvements. 

Other public improvements pro- 
posed by Hay were: Completion of 
the remainder of the undertakings 
provided for‘in the $87,000,000 bond

AGAINST HIGH LIQUOR TAXES 


Says Corruption Will Be Continued 
If Prices Are Not Kept 


Down. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 47.—A system 
of taxation which would enable 
merchants to sell wine at $1.50 to 
$2.50 a gallon and liquor at $1.50 a 
quart and up was recommended tu- 
day by the Rockefeller survey. 

“The temptation to load onto the 
liquor trade all our governmental 
deficits should be resisted at all 
costs because high taxes will pro- 
duce high prices and will thus make 
inevitable the continuance of the 
moonshiner, the bootlegger and the 
whole system of corryption,” said 
the report. 

The survey made the following 
general recommendations: All man- 
ufacturers’ taxes should be levied 
exclusively by the Federal Govern- 
ment, and correlated with import 
duties; all retail taxes or licenses 
should be levied by the _ states; 
there should be no local levies. 

To avoid shifting “the tax burden 
to the consumer” it is recommend- 
ed that the principle of profits tax- 
ation should be applied both to the 
manufacturers and the distributors 
through a special liquor profits tax.

Culbértson Contract Bridge 


Convention Held Illegal as 
‘Exposure of Cards. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—The Culbert- 


son four-five no trump convention 
in contract bridge was officially 
held to be illegal today by the Port- 
land Club, the recognized British 
bridge authority. The ruling was 
issued on petition of Col. Walter 
Buller, bridge expert and writer. 

The club’s formal ruling follows: 

“Question: If players on one side 
have announced they are playing a 
convention under which a particu- 
lar bid is to be taken to mean that 
the bidder holds some nameable 
card or cards, can the making of 
this bid be held to constitute a card 
exposure during the auction?” 

“Answer: Yes, provided that un- 
der the agreed agreement it consti- 
tutes a definite indication and not 
merely a probability (no matter 
how strong) that such a card or 
cards are held.” 


Under the Culbertson convention 
in contract hridge, after prelimin- 
ary bidding, a bid of four no trump 
arbitrarily means the bidder holds 
two aces and a king; a five no 
trump response shows the respond- 
ing hand holds the other two aces. 
The convention is calculated to in- 
crease safely in slam bidding. 

Col. H. M. Beasley’s English team 
of four recently was defeated by 
Culbertson and his team for the 
Charles M. Schwab trophy. The 
Culbertson players, using the four- 
five no trump convention, reached 
many of their slam contracts while 
the English players, not using it, 
could not bid their slams. 

The Portland Club’s ruling can 
have no immediate effect on bridge 
in the United States. 

Under the laws of contract, ac- 
cepted both in England and the 
United States, when a player during 
the auction exposes a card of honor 
rank—ace, king, queen, jack or 10 
—the player on the offender’s left

State-Wide Conference on 
Public Works Urges Quick 
Development of Commu- 
nity Plans. 


By BOYD F. CARROLL, 
Jefferson City Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 17.— 
Gov. Park’s legislative recommen- 
dations for enlarging the borrowing 
powers of municipalities for public 
works construction, and for a State 
bond issue of $15,000,000 to rehabili- 
tate the State eleemosynary and 
penal institutions, were indorsed in 
a State-wide public works confer- 
ence of municipal and county offi- 
cials here yesterday afternoon. 

The conference was held at the 
call of the Governor, in an effort to 
encourage applications by cities and 
counties for funds available under 
the Federal Public Works program, 
so Missouri will receive a fair pro- 
portion of the $3,300,000,000 Federal 
fund. 

No additional applications were 
presented at the conference, but ap- 
proximately 250 municipal and 
county officials present adopted a 
resolution calling for immediate de- 
velopment of local public works 
programs and the expediting of ap- 
plications for Federal loans and 
grants. . 

53 Plans Submitted. 

Col. Hugh Miller, State engineer 
for the Federal Public Works Ad- 
ministration, said a proper share 


= for Missouri was about $100,000,000. 
'||He said applications had been re- 


ceived so far for approval of only 
53 projects estimated to cost $21,- 
500,000. Of this number 33 have 
been approved by the State Advis- 
ory oard. Four of these, estimated 


to cost $550,000 have been finally 


approved by the Federal Public 


=3| Works Administration in Washing- 
=4 | ton. 


Under the Federal program 
70 per cent of the cost is lent and 
an outright grant of 30 per cent of 
the cost of labor and materials is 
made. 

Gov. Park appealed to the con- 
ference for public support of his 
recommendations on public works 
legislation, the bond issue, and pro- 
vision of at least $4,000,000 of State 
funds in the next year toward un- 
employment relief. These recom- 
mendations are in his program be- 
ing submitted to the special session 
of the Legislature convening today. 

Referring to his recommendations 
which would give cities of less than 
75,000 population greater borrowing 
power to construct municipally 
owned water, gas and electric utility 
plants, the Governor said he was 
asking the Legislature to give the 
people the right, if they voted to 
exercise it, to borrow money for 
building their own public utilities. 

“I know of no reason why the 
people should not have the same 
rights as the utility companies,” he 
said. “This is not in a spirit of 
criticism of the utilities. But under 
existing laws and franchises. the 
utilities have the right to perform 
certain functions. The people 
should have the same rights, no 
more and no less. The plan is for 
self-liquidating projects which will 
retire from earnings the amount 
borrowed.” 

In urging support of the proposed 
bond issue, the Governor said .the 
eleemosynary and penal institu- 
tions were run down, some of the 
hospitals were fire traps, and their 
condition was “a shame to the good 
name of Missouri.” 

Probable opposition from utility 
sources to part of the public works 
program of the Governor was fore- 
cast by City Counselor Charles M. 
Hay of St. Louis, who urged sup- 
port of the measures. 

“These measures may hurt some 
of our utilities,” Hay said, “but they 
are pretty fat now. The man or 
influence that stands in the way of 
this program will deserve the con- 
demnation of the whole State.”. 

What Hay Is Learning. 

“I'm learning something about 
utilities,” Hay said. “I’m learning 
fast with the aid of our Laclede 
Gas Light Co. and the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. (against 
which the city of St. Louis has rate 
cases pending). Taking the country 
as a whole, the people are paying 
from three to five times as much 
for utility products as the people 
of Canada, which enccurages Gov- 
ernment supervision and opera- 
tion.” 

Among other speakers who urged 
expediting of public works were A. 
F. Greensfelder of St. Louis, Gen. 
E. M. Stayton of Kansas City, Wal- 
lace Crossley of Warrensburg, State 
Relief Director; State Superinten- 
dent of Schools Charles A. Lee, Col. 
Miller, and William Hirth of Co- 
lumbia, a member of the State Ad- 
visory Board. 

The conference took no action on 
formulation of a State-wide public 
works program.

ON ST. LOUIS STRIKE 


Union to Send Delegates but 
Employers Have Not Yet 
Decided on Course. 


The Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers’ Union will send represen- 
tatives to Washington tomorrow to 
appear Friday before the National 
Labor Board of the NRA, which 
announced yesterday that it had 


assumed jurisdiction in the strike 
of 1600 men’s clothing workers, now 


in its eighth week. 


Francis M. Curlee, attorney for 
the manufacturers, said his clients 
had been requested to send repre- 
sentatives but he could not tell what 
they would do until he had con- 
ferred with them. 

A telegram from Senator Robert 
F. Wagner, chairman of the board, 
was received yesterday by employ- 
ers and the union. It stated: 

“The National Labor Board hus 
assumed jurisdiction over strikes 
in the men’s clothing industry in 
St. Louis, and will hear the parties 
to the dispute in Washington, Fri- 
day of this week at 10:30 a. m. 
Please send representatives.” 
Hyman Schneid, organizer, said 
the union would be represented by 
two workers from the ranks of the 
organization and by Sidney Hill- 
man, international president, who 
is in Washington. Schneid, also, 
probably will attend the hearing. 
The St. Louis NRA mediation 
board, headed by former Circuit 
Judge Jesse McDohald, was noti- 
fied, immediately on its appoint- 
ment, that the union, its members 
then on strike, was willing to sub- 
mit the controversy to the board. 
Employers, however, declined to ap- 
pear before the board. Recently, 
however, they submitted to the 
strikers, through the board, a pro- 
posal which was rejected by the 
union. 

This proposal did not meet satis- 
factorily the principal issue of the 
strike—recognition of the union as 
the chosen representative of the 
workers for collective bargaining 
under the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act. Each of the firms in- 
volved in the strike has signed the 
President’s ‘blanket re-employment 
agreement which guarantees work- 
ers the right to bargain collectively 
through representatives of. their 
own choosing. 

After employers had refused to 
appear with union representatives 
before the mediation board for sev- 
eral weeks, May Meyer, representa- 
tive of the National Labor Board, 
came to St. Louis for a conference 
with McDonald. Upon leaving for 
Washington three weeks ago to re- 
port on the St. Louis situation, 
Meyer expressed confidence that 
the St. Louis mediation board would 
be able to effect a settlement. 

It has been the policy of the Na- 
tional Labor Board to assume juris- 
diction in labor controversies only 
after local attempts at settlement 
have failed. 


Strikers Reject Employers’ Offer 
Without Union Recognition. 


A proposal to end the strike of 
about 500 employes of the Forest 
City Manufacturing Co. at its plants 
in St. Louis, Collinsville and Mas- 
coutah, made by the company 
through the mediation board, was 
rejected yesterday by the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ 
Union. The company did not agree 
to recognize the union and stated 
it would return strikers to work 
“when work will permit use of their 
services.” 

The company added that this is 
a period of slack production, an 
increase being expected early in 
January.

PARIS, Oct. 17.—Premier Dala- 
dier told Parliament today either to 
boost taxes and make economies 
for a total of 8,000,000,000 francs 
(almost $480,000,000) or to find a 
new cabinet. 

He demanded that the legislators 
adopt his plan to defend the franc 
by balancing the budget, or “short- 
ly it would be impossible to bor- 
row” and the country would be 
compelled “to resign itself to in- 
ation.” 

The Premier, in a summary of 
the new measures which he asked 
to be approved within a week, pro- 
posed seven sources for 4,292,000,000 
francs additional revenue (about 
$257.520,000) and 3,600,000,000 francs 
in economies ($210,000,000 approxi- 
mately). 

A fight was predicted over the 
1,300,000,000 francs (approximately 
$78,000,000) or more in a five per 
ent reduction in the pay of func- 
onaries and military men and in 
pensions. 

Some of the teachers already 
have passed a resolution saying 
they would strike. 

Proposes Straight Lottery. 
The innovations outlined by Dala- 
dier are the substitution of an in- 
creased gasoline tax for automobile 
licenses and a frank resort to @ 
straight lottery.

Assemblyman Moore’s Achievement.

OW that there is so much discussion 

regarding the establishment of na- 
tional parks in- Missouri, I wonder how 
many people in Missouri realize how this 
was brought about. 

For many years, there has been a law 
on the statute books of Missouri prohib- 
iting the Government from acquiring 
more than 2000 acres in any one county. 
In the last session of the Legislature, an 
unknown rural Representative, Ancil 
Moore of Carter County, serving his first 
term, was able to get a bill through the 
House permitting the Government to pur- 
chase an unlimited amount of acreage in 
any county. 

The Senate saw fit to amend this bill 
to limit the purchase to 25,000 acres. Mr. 
Moore was evidently more far-sighted 
than the members of the Senate were and 
now, with a special session assured, it 
should be incorporated in the order of 
business to remove this limitation. 

Mr. Moore has proved his worth by 
this one bill alone and should be the 
one to introduce the new ‘bill at the spe- 
cial session.

fidence in it at a time when distrust is widespread. 

“In reaching the decision, the court swept aside all 
legalistic rubbish and sophistry. It disagreed that 
the acquittal of Richards by a jury was the end of the 
matter, as it denied that a prior decision to the con- 
trary by the same court establishéd the law in the 
instant case. Judge Atwood spent the summer on the 
case. He enriched it with some of the finest opinions 
in the history of our jurisprudence. He brought tra- 
dition to bear upon a matter so vital as to illustrate 
how truly experience should be our guide. 

Disbarment of Richards carries two powerful ob- 
ject lessons in the regeneration of American society: 
first, the integrity of the law cannot be preserved 
unless the courts constitute our chief defense against 
its decay; second, the legal profession cannot be 
purged of those impurities which have roused the 
whole country unless reputable lawyers have the 
courage to cleanse it from within. This was exactly 
what happened in the Richards case. The St. Louis 
Bar Association and the Missouri Bar Association 
joined in the effort to disbar Richards. Both asso- 
ciations brought charges against him. Scott R. Tim- 
mons of Carrolton, as Commissioner for the Supreme 
Court, held a three-day hearing, at which the charges 
of the city and State bar associations against Rich- 
ards were presented by Glendy B. Arnold and J. 
Wesley McAfee, representing the grievance commit- 
tees of their respective organizations. 

Arnold, a former Circuit Judge, made the plea 

for disbarment before the Supreme Court. Two 
months before, both the St. Louis and the Missouri 
bar associations had joined in an effort before the 
Missouri Legislature to give the legal profession self- 
purifying powers. The effort failed. The State, un- 
fortunately, had no definite policy with respect to 
the limitation of legal practice. It had not under- 
taken to judge the acts of Jawyers coming and going 
between the upper and under worlds. This same issue 
arose in the Grand National Bank case. — 
The legal profession divided on the bar bill, but the 
division was not entirely between reputable and dis- 
reputable lawyers. Even lawyers of the better class 
were not sure that the profession's confidential rela- 
tions with clients are not privileged to a degree 
with which the proposed stricture of the bar bill 
would have interfered. What Missouri needed was a 
ringing declaration of high principle in this field, 
and this is what it got in the decision which dis- 
barred Richards. In that decision, the Supreme 
Court both reasserted its powers of disbarment and 
destroyed those shadowy legal bridges which had for 
so long spanned the gulf between the two worlds. It 
granted freely the prayer made in this paragraph of 
Judge Arnold’s brief: 

As a safe future guard to the honor and integ- 
rity of the legal profession and the protection of 
the courts and the public, and the purification of 
the fountains of justice, we hope this court will 
hand down its unanimous judgment that never, 
in this State, may a lawyer act, in his profession- 
al or his non-professional capacity, as a go-be- 
tween for thieves, robbers or kidnapers, for ran- 
som, and their victims or the friends or families 
of the victims. 

We congratulate the Supreme Court upon its high- 
minded and far-sighted decision, Judge Atwood upon 
the thoroughfiess and wisdom of its text, and Judge 
Arnold for the forthright courage of his brief. The 
lawyers who fought this good fight for the public 
welfare have in serving society served themselves. 
They have ridded their profession in Missouri of the 
go-between whose service is not so much to society 
as it is to crime. 

The outcome of the battle, one of the most critical 
ever fought by the people of any state, should be to 
dignify the law and to purify the ranks of its practi- 
tioners. It has been futile to talk about putting down 
crime without attacking its primary cause. No seri- 
ous student of American society has doubted for years 
where the roots of the whole trouble rest. We repeat 
here what we said about it a fortnight ago: 

Crime in the United States has its base in the 
legal profession. Everybody knows this. Jurists 
know it. Reputable lawyers know it. So do 
criminals know it. They have immensely 
strengthened themselves by establishing contact 
with the law. That gulf which should separate 
the underworld and the world of Jaw and order 
was long ago bridged by this alliance in almost 
every American city. 

Tne bar associations should take heart from the 
Richards decision and renew their battle for a self- 
regulating corporate bar. They cannot expect the 
courts to do for them what they can in the main 


do for themselves. 
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OPENING THE WAY TO PUBLIC WORKS. 
In line with Gov. Park’s recommendations to the 
special session cof the Legislature authorizing com- 
munities to issue revenue bonds for public improve- 
ments, Representative Cannon has submitted to the 
Governor the draft of a bill to that end, in a form ap- 
proved by the Public Works Administration. 
Under the Missouri Constitution, municipalities are 
restricted in borrowing, a disability that seemed to 
threaten this State’s full co-operation with the na- 
tional public works program. However, revenue 
bonds, that is, bonds to be retired from revenue de- 
rived from the operation of the project for which the 
bond issue is floated, do not constitute public debt 
within the meaning of the State Constitution. So our 
Supreme Court has held. 

Mr. Cannon’s bill is very broad in its terms, includ- 
ing a wide variety of public works, from sewage sys- 
tems to swimming pools. Undoubtedly, it, or some 
substitute for it, will be adopted by the special ses- 
sion, opening the way for Missouri to obtain all of 
the Federal funds from the $3,800,000,000 to which it 
is entitled.

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A RACKET IN PUBLIC LANDS. 
A new racket has sprung up in exploiting Govern- 


the filing of claims, ostensibly for mining purposes, 
on choice spots in the public domain, which become 
the property of the filer. These tracts later bring 
profit to the holder, not from their mineral yield, in 
which he has little or no intérest, but from their 
suitability for vacation cottages, filling stations, hot- 
dog stands, and, on a larger scale, as key spots on 
the site of a projected road, dam, reservoir or other 
enterprise. Los Angeles, planning to build two res- 
ervoirs, found the locations covered by 72 fake min- 
ing claims. Rather than delay the project by litiga- 
tion, the claim-holders were bought off for $125,000. 

Such tactics as these cause Robert W. Ayres, writ- 
ing in American Forests, to refer to the practice as 
“another chapter of land buccaneering.” One en- 
terprising person, for. instance, has filed 268 claims, 
covering more than 5000 acres, in a California na- 
tional forest, all valuable for recreation purposes, 
but of no interest to the legitimate mining pros- 
pector. On 2000 mining claims in the Oregon and 
Washington national forests, only two mines now 
are operating, and not more than 50 sites, Mr. Ayres 
reports, are worthy cf cunsideration by a miner. 

These exploiters are simply profiting, at the tax- 
payers’ expense, from a loophole they have discov- 
ered in the land laws. What does it profit to set 
aside these tracts for public benefit and for con- 
servation if the speculator can get his hands on the 
choicest sections, with only feeble resistance from 
the authorities? Obviously, early action by Congress 
to end this racket is in order. It should not be con- 
sidered too drastic to forbid all mining enterprises 
on the public lands, or at least in the national far- 
ests, unless definite proof of rich yield and legiti- 
mate intention is presented. The public domain 
should have no room for the speculator and the ex- 
ploiter.

Obviously, something had to be done about com- 
mercial freight carriers on the highways of Mis- 
souri. The Public Service Commission has just 
made a first move to this end by prescribing, effec- 
tive Jan. 1, a preliminary rate schedule for small 
shipments. Truck rates under the order will be ap- 
proximately 77.5 per cent of rail charges. 

The State has heretofore limited truck tonnage and 
length, but this is its first attempt to fix rates. Its 
effort is, of course, directed at trucks operating 
wholly within the State. The commission has ho 
jurisdiction over interstate trucking, a matter now 
in the hands of Washington, Mr. Eastman, Co-ordi- 
nator of Railroads, is devising a comprehensive plan 
which will include all interstate transport, whether 
by railroad, waterway or highway. 

Running wild upon Missouri highways, a terror 
by day and night to pleasure cars, and always an 
unfair competitor to the railroads, the truck has 
practically made off with small freights. In doing 
so, it has used free the highways built by the peo- 
ple, has never dealt with union labor, as the rail- 
roads perforce do, and little regulation has been im- 
posed upon it. 

Is it any wonder the trucks have had to be taken 
in hand by the State and nation? 
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THE DEADLY PROFIT MOTIVE. 

If the liquor traffic is to be decently conducted, the 
profit motive will have to be eliminated. That is the 
proposition advanced in summary of a report on 
liquor control, presently to be published, for which 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. nas written the foreword. 
Mr. Rockefeller, as quoted, thinks the first duty of 
the Government is to abolish Jawlessness, meaning, 
it is assumed, that taxes should not be so excessive 
as to continue the bootlegger in business. Informed 
opinion indorses that position and will approve the 
second step in the Rockefeller program, namely, that 
the forces of society should be mobilized in the work 
of temperance—that we resume “the slow march of 
education.” 

Just how the profit motive is to be eliminated is 
not quite clear. That it should, and must, be regu- 
lated will be agreed to by everyone famfiiar with pre- 
prohibition conditions. It was the profit motive ram- 
pant that opened the way to the Anti-Saloon League. 
Profit motive is a pale term for it. It was lawless 
rapacity. The brewers had peppered our cities with 
saloons owned by themselves in violation of the law, 
operated in many instances by criminals in brazen 
defiance of the law—-a form of cutthroat competition 
which made it all but impossible for a law-abiding 
saloon keeper to survive. In that lawlessness, the 
distillers actively acquiesced, and distillers and brew- 
ers jointly and severally sent their products into ter- 
ritory which had legally excluded them by popular 
mandate registered under local opticn. 

The brewers and distillers have paid a big price 
for their lawlessness. The country has paid a dread- 
ful price. Whether the brewers and distillers have 
learned their lesson remains to be seen. What seems 
reasonably sure is that if they can’t control their 
greed, if they won’t obey the law, they will be driven 
out of business by local option, as they were steadily 
being driven out when the Anti-Saloon League, weary 
of well doing, engaged in the monumental blunder of 
constitutional prohibition. 
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A ONE-WAY TICKET FOR SHAW. 

He has blessed Mugsolini, bestowed his approval on 
Stalin and now lays his benedictional hands on Hit- 
ler’s head. A mellow old chap, this George Bernard 
Shaw, or would be, if he could only find himself 
under a capably run regime, securely muzzled and an- 
swering the call whenever the dictator pressed the 
button. But, for some silly, sentimental reason, he 
persists in staying in miserably governed England, 
which still clings tenaciously to the shop-worn non- 
sense of freedom of speech and a lot of other de- 
crepit fallacies with which personal freedom’s port- 
folio is stuffed.

The Disarmament Crisis 


N HIS formal statement announcing Ger- 

many’s withdrawal. from the League and 

from the disarmament conference, Chan- 
cellor Hitler said: 

“After the Reich’s Government, in conse- 
quence of the German equality vouchsafed 
it on Dec. 11, 1932, again declared itself 
ready to participate in the discussions of 
the disarmament conference, the official 
representatives of the other states now have 
informed the Reich’s Foreign Minister and 
our delegates in public speeches and direct 
declaration that this equality for the time 
being can no Jonger be conceded to the pres- 
ent-day Germany.” 

This appears to be an accurate statement 
of the position. Sir John Simon’s account 
of the conclusions reached in the recent dip- 
lomatic conversations discloses that Britain, 
France and the United States had agreed 
that Germany should wait a maximum of 
four years, while her armaments and those 
of all others were internationally supervised, 
before France and the other heavily armed 
states were obligated to begin a reduction 
of their armaments. The period of waiting 
might have been reduced by negotiation. 
The principle was clear: that Germany 
must for some years accept inferiority of 
armaments and submit to international in- 
spection of her military forces. 

. * . 


It is against this decision that Germany 
has rebelled. For while the Powers might 
have gone to considerable lengths in the ne- 
gotiations to make the principle appear less 
unpalatable, they would undoubtedly have 
adhered to the essence of it. 

The reasons for this decision were indi- 
eated by Sir John Simon. “The present un- 
settled state of Europe,” he said, “is a fact, 
and statesmen in drawing up their plans 
have to face facts.” Chief among these 
facts, it is evident, are the warlike spirit of 
Nazi Germany and the aggressiveness of its 
ee the countries to the east of 

The Chancellor in his radio address 
avowed his desire for peace and spoke in 
conciliatory terms toward France. He went 
so far as to renounce by implication the 
recovery of Alsace-Lorraine. But in all that 
he said, there was no word renouncing Nazi 
ambitions in Austria, in Poland, in the Bal- 
tic states. It is here, obviously, that the 
danger lies, and that this danger is real has 
been made evident by the attacks on Aus- 
tria, by the spectacular demonstrations in 
East Prussia, by the Nazi platform and by 
the Chancellor’s own book.

The British and the French have both be- 
come convinced that Hitler’s Reich, if it 
had the power, would expand to the east. It 
has the will. Moreover, the re-education of 
German youth by the Nazis is clearly a 
moral rearmament. The Nazis have taught 
the German youth to believe not merely that 
Germany was not alone guilty in 1914, a 
view shared by many impartial historians. 
but that Germany was never defeated in 
open battle. Germany, thev are being taught 
to believe, was invincible until she was be- 
trayed from the rear by pacifists, Socialists 
and Jews. 

This myth of the invincible nation, com- 
bined with the notion of the supremely su- 


perior nation, has created a state of mind in | 


Germany which the British have judged so 
dangerous as to warrant them in aligning 
themselves with the French, So they are 
demanding that Germany be kept relative- 
ly disarmed long enough to see what it all 
signifies and to let Germany cool off a bit. 

The technical dispute about armaments 
is complicated. But the military ideas at 
the base of the dispute are reasonably clear. 
In both France and Germany, militarv men 
agree that no nation can in time of peace 
prepare itself adequately for a long war. 
The first phase of a European war would, 
therefore, be a struggle to carry the war 
into the enemy’s territory, to prevent him 
from mobilizing his industry, to permit the 
invading nation to mobilize its indtstry. 
That is why heavy guns and tanks and 
bombing planes are held to be of such vital 
importance. They are the weapons which 
would decide which side won the first phase 
of the war.

Now this may or may not be a sound 
theory. It is clearly the theory held both 
by the German and the French general 
staffs. The French want the heavy arma- 
ments so that they can, in the event of war, 
break into Germany and disorganize Ger- 
man industrial mobilization. The Germang 
want the French armaments so that they 
could stop the French and have time to set 
their superior industrial equipment to work. 

It is not pleasant to be talking about such 
matters. But it is just as well to realize the 
true character of the dispute behind thr» 
technical and diplomatic veils. 

There is no good in resorting to rhetoric 
in the face of Germany’s action. The possi- 
ble results are too serious. The most im- 
portant point to be noted immediately ig 
that, while Germany has resigned from the 


League and left the disarmament confer- . 


ence, she has not yet abrogated the Treaty 
of Versailles and has not yet declared that 
she is legally free to rearm. The first thing 
one must wait to see, therefore, is what Ger- 
many will do next. Will she abrogate the 
treaty and will she proceed to rearm?

The American part in this business ig to 
do two things. One is to help, if it is possi- 
ble to do so, the effort to resume the ne- 
gotiations; to avert, if it can be done, 2 de- 
cisive break and the beginning of-German 
rearmament. While it is hard to see how a 
real solution of the whole problem can’ be 
found, to postpone the crisis would be some- 
thing. It is necessary to assume that recov- 
ery from the world depression would ease 
the tension. For recovery, time is needed. 

The other thing we must do is to make 
our own position unequivocally clear, so 
that no one in France or Germany has the 
slightest doubt as to the American deter- 
mination not to participate in a Continental 
war. The French and the must 
make their decisions on that premise. We 
must press no solution them which di- 
rectly or indirectly implies that we might 
intervene. We must make no engagements 
which are in the slightest degree ambigu- 
ous. 

The day of amiable good intentions has 
gone by, and it would be unfair and confus- 
ing not to tel] the statesmen and the peoples 
of Europe that theirs is the whole responsi- 
bility for the decisions aor take.

HE time has arrived when the adminis» 
. tration ought no longer to postpone & 
definite declaration of its monetary policy. 
In recent weeks, the dollar has been sinking 
—at the time of writing it is at a discount of 
more than 35 per cent from parity—but this 
decline is no longer accompanied, as in its 
early stages, by advances in the prices of 
farm products and securities or by a ris 
ing volume of production. On the contrary, 
many of the recent breaks in the dollar have 
been accompanied by actual declines in t 
prices of the farmers’ output, and there has 
been a continued downward turn in basis 
production and business activity since the 
middie of July. On seasonal grounds, there 
should have been a sharp advance. 

It is significant that this record corre 
sponds rather closely to that of Great Brit- 
ain when it abandoned the gold standard 
two years ago. Now that we have passed 
through a similar cycle, it ought to be clear 
to everyone that there is no merit in mere 
Gepreciation. On the contrary, the uncer 
tainty regarding the dollar’s future, ¢ 
daily fluctuations in its international value 
affect business plans everywhere. 

Foreign trade, in particular, has sunk 
nearly to its lowest level, for importers, ¢- 
porters or a special speculative class must 
undertake daily and monthly risks when the 
major currencies change daily in relation to 
each other. This choking of foreign tradé 
does not merely reduce the volume of total 
trade by the percentage directly involved in 
international commerce; it upsets the en 
tire delicate economic equilibrium of thé 
world. Even the supposed “advantages” of 
a depreciated currency in reducing imports 
and expanding exports are mythical. [0 
August, the latest figures available, the 
United States showed the greatest exces 
of imports over exports—or what in popula? 
parlance is called an “unfavorable balance 
of trade”—for any month in seven years.

Nothing can cure this situation but ce™ 
tainty and confidence regarding the future 
of the dollar. There must be a return, 
the earliest possible moment, to gold com 
vertibility at a fixed rate. It is now gene™ 
ally admitted that this rate cannot be the 
old parity, either for the pound or for thé 
dollar. An attempt to restore this not only 
would lead to heavy raids once more on the 
gold supply by a people which has suffered 
from economic shell-shock but, what is much 
more important, would involve a downward 
plunge in the prices of farm products and 
raw materials that the farmers and basi 
producers could not stand and would "Qs 
permit. What is called for is a return 
gold convertibility at a level close to ‘h® 
present depreciation; certainly final deva'™ 
ation should not in any case be greater thap 
40 per cent. 

And it is of the highest importance thst 
this return to gold should be made in © 
operation with Great Britain. Each country 
should know exactly what the others ulti 
mate level is going to be, and the ane 
nouncements should be simultaneous. 

It is. mot necessary that gold ©om 
vertibility begin immediately after these ®™ 
nouncements have been made. It is merely 
necessary that a definite date be fixed— 
say, Jan. 1, 1985—for such convertibility ' 
become effective.

Of 60-Ton Whale That 
Got Away. 


Mr. and Mrs. Sharp Ezzeil. 48 
Portland place, returned to St. 
Louis last night from Alaska, where 
they hunted whales, Kadiak bear 
and smaller game. 

For more than six hours one day. 
the party was close to a 60-tun 
humpbacked whale, but was unavle 
to close the final 15-foot gap that 


would have brought the purty 
within harpoon range. The whale 
hunt was conducted from the 
Westward, a yacht which the Ez- 
zells and their hunting partners, 
Mr. and.Mrs. Joseph L. Werner, 
chartered at Junea, Alaska. 

“The range of the harpoon gun 
was 50 feet,” Ezzeli said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “There 
were two whales, one which wouid 
weigh about 50 or 60 tons, and a 
smaller one. We were within 75 
feet of the bigger one almost con- 
tinually. Then, as we'd go.a iittle 
closer, both. would sound and come 
up some distance away. Finally 
we had to abandon the Hunt be- 
cause the channels in among the 
islands are narrow and there's a 
20-foot tide. 

“The bear hunting wasn’t so suc- 
cessful, although the party got four. 
Mrs. Werner shot the only’ Alaska 
brown bears, two yearlings which 
she got on Chichagof Island, near 
Hoonah Sound. We hunted also on 
Baranoff Island, Admiralty Island 
and the Alaskan mainland. 

“The cochoes, as the people there 
call the salmon, were spawning and 
the rivers were full of them. The 
bears, and particularly the Alaskan 
bears, were feeding at night. Their 
hearing is so good that you can't 
get close to them at night to shoot. 
In the daytime, they didn’t come 
out much.” 

Werner shot one black bear and 
Ezzell shot one. “There was noth- 
ing to it,” Ezzell continued. “You 
just sit down by the stream and 
wait. You can’t move around »1 
they'll] hear you or smell you. Wil, 
I sat there and this bear walked 
out and I let him have it. From 
around 70 yards. Yes, I saved the 


skin, but it’s nothing to brag of. 
The bear was about 6 feet lony. 

“The Alaskan browns are the big 
ones. They’ve measured the foot- 
prints of them up there and found 
them 19% inches across. The Wer- 
ners’ guids—and he is 6 feet 2 
inches tall—told us the biggest one 
he ever saw, a female, stood on all 
four, just under the height of his 
shoulders.

convictions on others. 

Mrs. Roosevelt spoke warmly of 
her friend, Miss Mary Drewson, 
who had just been inducted as di- 
rector of the women’s division of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee. She praised the work of Hilda 
W. Smith, conductor of an adult 
education project at Vineyard Ha- 
ven on the Hudson River, just 
placed in charge of adult education 
work for the relief administration.

COACH EXPECTS 
MISSOURI TO 

SHOW GREATLY 

IMPROVED TEAM 


By James M. Gould. 

While it wouldn’t be true, per- 
haps, to headline “Walsh Fears 
Missouri,” as a preliminary to Sat- 
urday’s game between the Billikens 
and Frank Carideo’s Tigers, it ap- 
pears to be a fact that the St. Louis 
coach is expecting a much harder 


game this week-end than, say, the 
“downtown quarterbacks” antici- 


pate. 

In fact, Billiken scouts report 
that Missouri, against Kansas State, 
was a 100 per cent better team 
than Missouri against Kirksville the 
week before, and, Walsh figures, if 
they improve another 100 per cent 
this week, it should be a tough day 
for the Billikens. However, the St. 
Louis coach admitted that. taking 
‘one consideration with another, it 
wouldn’t be exactly wrong to figure 
the Billikens favorites over Mis- 
pouri. 

The impression that he has three 
full squads or teams all ready to 
snap into action is not quite so, 
‘Walsh says. “I have two centers, 
four guards, three tackles, four 
ends, four halfbacks, three quarter- 
backs and one fullback.” 

Players Ready for Work. 

These men are listed as follows: 
Centers, Nisbet and Krause; 
tackles, Axtell, Philpot and Bock- 
rath; guards, Montgomery, Kersens, 
Beck and Costa; ends, Conlon, 
Spehr, Meinhart and Rollen; quar- 
ters, Thompson, Bassett and Feld- 

-gman; halves, Hurley, Rapp, Kane 
and Howland; and fullback, Arenz. 

Of course, there are other players 
on the squad, but the coach said he 
was talking only of those upon 
‘whom he figured to carry the bur- 
den in the remaining games of the 
achedule. 

It is the coach’s opinion that the 
Billikens have been made to look 
much stronger than they really are, 
and this, he says, is regrettable be- 
cause of the effect it might have 
or have had on the individual play- 
ers, With this small “cub-bear” 
story off his chest, Walsh yester- 
day turned to practice and plans 
for the coming game with the Ti- 
gers, who, thus far, have been beat- 
en twice and who, against Kansas 
State, lost, 33 to 0, while the same 
Kansans were extremely lucky to 
win from the Billikens, 20-14. 

Pass Attack to Be Stressed. 

Walsh intends to devote most of 
his practice this week to a forward 
pass attack and a defense for ene- 
my forward passes. These, he be- 
lieves, have been the eleven’s great- 
est weaknesses. He figures Missouri 
will have a better running attack 
than Grinnell had, but weaker pass- 
ing attack. 

Much depends upon the Missouri 
formation chosen for Saturday’s 
game, so far as the Billikens’ meth- 
od of offense can be determined. 
Scouts from the Billiken camp re- 
ported that Missouri used a seven- 
man lineup against Kansas State 
and that Coach McMillin immedi- 
ately replied to that gesture with 
a flock of passes which, incidental- 
ly, won for Kansas as the Tigers, 
on running plays, gained more 
ground than did their opponents. 
If Missouri decides on the six-man 
line style which marked their 1932 
play, it is probable that the Billi- 
ken running attack will be ac- 
cented. 

There is no question that St. 
Louis is “pointing” especially for 
the Missouri game. They were un- 
able to do so against Kansas State 
because it was the second game 
on the schedule and much too early 
for effective “pointing.” Certainly 
they didn’t “point’—that’s a good 
word—for Grinnell, for they figured 
that Grinnell, after three successive 
defeats, would be more or less what 
the old Greek philosophers called 
“duck soup.” So Saturday will see 
their first “point.” 


Hatfield Tiger Star. 


According to reports from Co- 
lumbia, Hatfield is the Tigers’ best 
back and best kicker as well. On 
the line, Capt. Schiele, if he plays, 
and a tackle, Koenigsdorf, are re- 
garded highly and probably will 
come in for special attention. 

The Billikens have won three ifn 
a row from the Tigers and aim to 
make it four, to give them a “leg” 
on the State championship: Of 
course, they still would have to 
hurdle Washington before making 
any claims for any crown. Also it 
is possible Kirksville might have 
something to say. 

Walsh had his squad out last 
night, stressing passes, and will 
continue the work along these lines 
for the rest of the week. 

It is probable that the team to 
face Missouri will look something 
like this at the start: Ends, Con- 
lon and Spehr; tackles, Axtel and 
Bockrath; guards, Montgomery and 
Kersens; center, Nisbet; quarter, 
Thompson; halves, Rapp and Kane; 
fullback, Arenz.

Economic Situation Has Driven 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—William 
J. Bingham, Harvard’s director of 
athletics, feels that if the economic 
situation of the last few years has 
accomplished nothing else, it has 
succeeded in ridding football in 
particular and college athletics in 
general of the reformers. 

Bingham told a gathering of the 
Harvard Club last night that he 
always had felt there had been a 
good deal of hypocrisy in connec- 
tion with public agitation over 
sporting gate receipts. 

“When times were good,” he said, 
“there was widespread criticism. 
People wanted to know why gate 
receipts were necessary. Now the 
situation is completely altered. 
There no longer is any outcry at 
all. Instead the chief source of 
criticism comes from the failure of 
athletic budgets to balance. 

“College presidents have been 
formally introduced to the idea of 
gate receipts, something they knew 
about before only vaguely

fact remains that the scope of any 
college’s athletic program must be 
made to conform with the receipts

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Shorter Rounds for Amateurs. 


OOKING to reduce the phys- 

cal stress on amateur boxers, 
many of them immature, the 
Amateur Athletic Union of Amer- 
ica at its next annual meeting at 
Pittsburgh will consider a pro- 
posal to shorten the time of each 
round. 

The International Amateur Box- 
ing Federation already has passed 
a rule which requires that bouts 
be of five rounds’ duration in- 
stead of three, each round to last 
two minutes. 

Although the fighting time is 
actually one minute longer un- 
der this plan, the sustained ef- 
fort required for each round is 
less. The International authori- 
ties are confident it will do 
much to prevent overstrain of 
young athletes. 

Because the A. A. U. of Amer- 
ica has made it a point to in- 
dorse all rulings of the Interna- 
tional, it is not unlikely that the 
change from three to two-minute 
rounds will become general in 
this cogntry. 

Young fellows, rendered mo- 
mentarily dazed by a heavy blow, 
will not have to endure as much 
punishment, while unable to 
defend themselves. However, 
the effect may be to speed up the 
efforts of the contestants during 
the shorter time, and thus cause 
almost as great exhaustion as 
under the old system.

Old Rules Brutal. 


HE present trend of amateur 

boxing regulation is to save 
youths who take it up from seri- 
ous and perhaps permanent dam- 
age.. Time was when the amateur 
rules were really more brutal and 
dangerous than the professional. 

For example, at one time it was 
possible for a boxer to be knocked 
out three times in the same ama- 
teur fight. The rules provided 
then that a knockdown ended a 
round. More than once. the 
knockdown was really a knock- 
out. That is, the victim would 
not have recovered within 10 sec- 
onds. Yet, when hauled to his 
chair, sponged off and given a 
minute’s rest, the knockdown vic- 
tim was sent out to toe the mark 
for another round, with its pos- 
sibility of a second knockout. 

Theoretically at least it was 
possible that a knockout could 
end each of the three rounds. 
Probably that never occurred. 
But it has happened, under the 
old regulations, that a boy suf- 
fered two knockouts in the same 
bout. 

Athletes of today can be thank- 
ful that the A. A. U. has its eye 
on the protection of their bodies 
and their welfare in general.

It Happened Professionally. 

T has happened in professional 

circles that a fighter has been 
knocked out twice by the same 
opponent in the same ring the 
same night. The late William 
Lawrence Stribling inflicted this 
on an opponent on one occasion. 

On May 17, 1923, . Atlanta, Ga., 
Stribling met Albert Nelson, an 
Atlanta fighter. Their bout was 
one-sided, with Stribling finally 
clouting Nelson around, ending 
it in the third round when he 
half-punched, half-shoved Nelson 
to the floor, where Nelson re- 
mained for the count. 

An uproar followed and the 
conversation heard was not com- 
plimentary to either fighter. Ring- 
siders plainly thought it was a 
“dive.” 

This so incensed Pa Stribling 
that he called Willie back, made 
him retape his hands and put on 
the gloves and then told the 
crowd his boy would fight Nelson 
again right away, if Nelson and 
the crowd were agreeable. 

Nelson, it seems, had hit the 
back of his head in falling. But 
his manager consented. Still 
dazed, Nelson again faced Strib- 
ling, about half an hour after his 
first knockout had been suffered. 
He lasted only two rounds when 
Stribling flattened him again.

Stock prices were highly confused 
in the morning and heavy selling 
at one time put the ticker tape 
several minutes behind the floor 
trades. Unanswered margin calls 
were said to have accounted for 
much of the liquidation. Wheat and 
other cereals were as nervous as 
stocks until shortly afternoon when 
statements that the Government 
was buying wkeat for food relief 
purposes brought a reversal of the 
decline and all grains finished 
around the full allowable day’s 
limit.

News of the Day. 

The Government’s probable fiscai 
program and the European. situ:- 
tion continued to be the principal 
subjects of Wall street discussion. 
The concensus was that the former 
was the most important of all mar- 
ket factors. As to troublesome pv- 
tentialities abroad, opinion was di 
vided as to just how the American 
recovery movement might be af- 
fected by further unsettlement in 
Europe. 

Some unusually well informed fi- 
mancial observers do not believe the 
administration will announce its in- 
tentions regarding currency sta- 
dilization until around the first of 
the year, if then. There are nu- 
merous barriers in the way of fix- 
ing a dollar value at this time, it is 
said, notwithstanding the desire of 
national authorities for monetary 
stability. In addition to domestic 
problems, bankers say, dollar per- 
ging will depend to a considerable 
extent upon the adjustment of eco- 
momic and financia] matters abroad. 

The financial district was highly 
gratified at the over-subseription of 
the Government’s new $500,000,000 
10-12-year bond offering, which was 
placed on the market today. ‘These 
bonds bear 4% per cent the first 
year and 3% per cent for the re- 
mainder of the maturity. The new 
issue will be increased sufficiently 
to meet the demands of holders of 
Liberty fourth 4%s who wish to 
make an exchange. The Treasury 
has called $1,875,000,000 of the 
Fourth Liberty Loan. The largest 
holders of this loan are said to be 
banks and insurance companies and 
it is expected the conversion offer 
stitutions. 

Overnight Developments. 

The stock market's break through 
the July 21 minimum carried the 
combined average to the lowest 
level since late last May when 
prices were still some two months 
from their highs of the spring-sum- 
men boom. Most observers have 
seen in the market's recent per- 
formance an inevitable readjust- 
ment of speculative positions to the 
prospects of a more stable dollar, 
but Wall street opinion at present 
is highly confused.

The gnnual report of Scruggs

The report is the consolidated 
balance sheet of Scruggs-Vander- 
voort-Barney Dry Goods Co.; Mer- 
mod, Jaccard & King Co.; Denver 
Dry Goods Co. and Scruggs-Van- 
dervoort-Barney Realty Co. It lists 
current assets at $4,185,624 and cur- 
rent liabilities at $1,176,185. Total 
assets are put at $8,498,327, com- 
pared with $9,564,858 a year ago.

As explained by the Governor to 
the Legislature in his message, this 
building program contemplates an 
expenditure of $20,000,000, of which 
$15,000,000 will be in the form of a 
wan from the Federal Government, 
and $5,000,000 will be an outright 
grant to the State. 

This legislation will be pushed by 
the administration with all speed 
to make possible commencement of 
work on the buildings late in the 
winter. The Governor is asking for 
authority to call a special election 
on the bond issue. The election 
could be legally called any time 
after a month from the date the 
esolution was passed in the Legis- 
Future. Another month would ex- 
pire before the bonds could be 
issued, but there is a belief at the 
Capitol that negotiations with Pub- 
lic Works Administration officials 
would result in having the loan ap- 
proved and ali legal formalities -dis- 
posed of before the actual issuance 
of the bonds. If this could be dene 
the money probably would be avail- 
able by January. 

The other bills carry emer 
gency clauses to put them into ef- 
fect immediately after passage and 
signature by the Governor.
